The only new developments in th* 


electric light and ice situation in New 
Smyrna during the last week has been 
the action of Judge Perkins of the 
circuit court in denying the motion 
made by attorneys for the New 
Smyrna Public Service company to 
dissolve the injunction issued last 
week forbidding the company to re- 
move any more of its plant or equip- 
ment from the city and ordering the 
company to re-establish Its plant and 
supply electric current to the city 
and residents. 


It is said that some of the equip- 


ment removed from the plant before 
the injunction was issued has been 
taken out of the state and there is a 
question whether the company can be 
compelled to bring it back into the 
state without action being taken in 
the United States court. At the pres- 
ent time the matter is at a standstill 
and apparently no move is being made 
by the company to carry out the or- 
der of the court to resume its elec- 
tric service in this city.

SENTIMENT OF PEOPLE HERE IS 


THAT

MUST NOT LOSE ACCREDITED 


STANDING.

The New Smyrna high school will 


be, continued for nine months during 
the coming school year, according 
to fthe sentiment of the parents of 
the pupils who will be enrolled in the 
high school next year and the patrons 
of the public school. 
' 


It has been authoritatively stated 


that unless the New Smyrna high 
school is conducted for nine months 
it will 'lose its standing as an ac- 
credited-high school and graduates of 
this school will be required to take 
entrance examinations to enter rec- 
ognized colleges. The reason given 
for this is that pupils in the high 
school cannot complete the required 
preparatory work in a high school 
giving only eight months to the work. 
Up to this time all of the high schools 
in Volusia county have been listed as 
accredited schools on eight months 
work, but the ultimatum was issued 
last year that nine months' work wiH 
be required in future to retain this 
standing. 
( 


In making up the budget of ex- 


penses, including teachers' salaries, 
for 
the com'.ng year, 
the 
county 


school board has provided for only 
eight months for any of the high 
schools in the county and if the work 
is carried on for another month next 
year here, the extra expenses will 
have to be borne by the patrons of 
the school. 
It !s .estimated this ex- 


pense will total a little over $1,000. 
Just what mgans will be taken to raise 
the necessary money to continue the 
school through the extra month has 
not been determined, but at the school 
district caucus held Tuesday evening 
it was Toted- as the sentiment of 
those present that the new board of 
local trustees, who are to be elected 
July 16th, employ whatever means 
considered best to raise the money 
and the people will back them up in 
the undertaking.

"Effective July 1st, 1920, Mr. H. N.

Mr. Carter's work in Florida covers 


a period of 39 years, beginning in 
1881, when he was constructing en-

le was born in Branford, Conn., in 
1S5J, and after completing his col- 
ege work he entered railway en- 
gineering in Illinois in 1873. He was 
with various railroads up to the time 
of coming to Florida, when he was 
prominently identified with the pio- 
neer development of the state in the 
early eighties, and continued his work 
up to the present time. 


Remaining with the Jacksonville.

A very large majority of the people of St. 


Augustine will say without hesitancy that the 
change of charter from the aldermanic to the 
commission-manager form of city government 
was a good day's work, and that there is no 
cause to regret the change. 


St. Augustine was tax-burdened, deep in 


debt and its city government full of politics 
and politicians under the aldermanic form. 
The end of 1920 will find the Ancient City 
completely out of debt, with the single ex- 
ception of some bonds issued years ago for 
the construction of the municipally owned 
waterworks; taxes arejiot more than the peo- 
ple are willing to pay in view of the civic im- 
provements, made and contemplated, and 
politics and politicians have given way to effi- 
ciency and men of merit. As a matter of 
fact, there is no such thing as city politics 
in St. Augustine any more. 


There are three commissioners who are 


elected by the people and serve without pay. 
They serve three years each, the term of a 
different commissioner expiring every year, 
thus insuring at least two experienced men 
in office at all times, barring vacancies re- 
sulting from death or resignation. 
The 


three commissioners choose ope of their num- 
ber as chairman, and he is given the compli- 
mentary title of mayor, though he has no - 
more powers than his colleagues and not as 
much as the city manager, who is employed 


I by the commissioners. The principal duties 
of the mayor are to preside over sessions of 
the city commission and welcome people to 
the city. 


Our city manager runs the town. The com- 


missioners hire him and may fire him when- 
ever they see fit, but they cannot interfere 
with his work. If anything goes wrong we 
have one man upon whom we can put a finger 
and whom *ve hold absolutely responsible. 
Formerly we were sent from one board or 
committee to another, from councilman to 
councilman, and finally the matter was taken 
up in council meeting, with the result that 
maybe something was done about it, but most 
likely it was referred to a committee or post- 
poned till a later session. The city manager 
may hail from St. Augustine or Phoenix, 
Arizona, efficiency and ability to conduct the 
affairs of a town in a business-like and eco- 
nomical manner being the only requisites. 
The first city manager was an utter stranger 
to the people here. He left because he was

offered a more handsome salary to operate 
another city. The present manager, Eugene 
Masters, is a native of St. Augustine, and 
formerly was mayor of the town under the 
old plan of government. He receives a sal- 
ary of thirty-six hundred dollars a year, and 
is the biggest man in the burg. He is worth 
all we pay him. 


The reform here is not yet complete, 


though the improvement is most remarkable. 
All the leaks could not be stopped up the 
first day or the government made over in a 
month. It has taken time and thought and 
much hard work, but the foundation for a 
perfect city management and strictly business 
regime has been laid. There is no office hunt- 
ing, there are no rings, no pulls, no gangs. 
The commissioners sit like the directors of a 
bank and dispose of business as definitely 
and as expeditious!^. Business men appear 
before the commissioners, their grievances 
are adjusted and their recommendations 
given due consideration. If action is taken 
it is taken promptly; dilly-dallying doesn't 
go. The city manager is all powerful; can do 
almost anything he considers best for the city 
except impose taxes and spend large sums of 
money, without consulting anybody. He em- 
ploys the people who work for the city. It 
has been said that a monarchy would be the 
best government if the people could be assur- 
ed of a good monarch all the time. 
We 


have a good monarch, and if at any time we 
decide he is not as good as he ought to be 
we have the machinery necessary to get a 
new one. 
The initiative, referendum and 


recall are at our command". One effort was 
initiated to change back to the aldermanic 
form, but it was unsuccessful. In fact, no 
city that has adopted the commission fom 
of government has ever returned to council 
rule. Repeated attempts in Pensacola to go 
back have been in vain. 


No town in Florida is better governed than 


St. Augustine. It is clean, alive, progressive 
sanitary, well policed, amply paved, protect- 
ed from fire, poli-tick-free, and good to live 
in. The jail is empty, and the police court 
often holds but one session a week, due to a 
lack of cases. It has been stated in a pi">- 
vious paragraph that the city will be out of 
debt at the end of this year, and in this con- 
nection it must be considered that this 
financial progress has been made in spite of 
the loss of revenue from liquor licenses, au- 
tomobile taxes, occupation licenses and police 
court ftnes,*an estimated total of twenty thou- 
sand dollars annually. 


Nothing is less likely to happen in at. 


Augustine than return to- the councilmanic 
form of city government.

For the purpose of arousing interest 


in -the movement to have the New

All children of school age are request- 
ed to meet at the corner of Canal, and 
Faulkner streets at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, prepared for the parade, 
and each one is also requested to 
bring something with which to make 
a noise. Competent persons to- have 
charge of the parade will be on hand. 


STORM WARNINGS GIVEN 


BY WEATHER BUREAU 


During this season, when tropical 


storms and hurricanes are liable to 
occur, extending from June to No- 
vember, inclusive, the attention of in- 
habitants of the regions bordering on 
the gulf and south Atlantic coasts of 
the United States ia called by the 
weather bureau to the means by 
which warnings of these storms are 
disseminated by the bureau and to 
the importance of putting themselves 
in touch with these means, so that 
by a foreknowledge of the approach 
of the storms they may, as far as pos- 
sible avoid any danger to life and 
property attending them. 


These storms are usually first ob- 


served in the Caribbean sea, whence 
they move, as a rule, northwestward 
to the gulf or south Atlantic coasts, 
thence usually northestward across 
the country or over the ocean. Their 
rate of movement is such that they do 
not generally strike our coast, and 
when they do it is from three to six 
days after being first reported. Ow- 
ing to the narrowness of their paths 
and the difficulty of obtaining reports 
from the regions traversed by them, 
it is often impossible to give deflni'o 
warnings as to the exact time and 
place of their arrival more than 24 
and 
sometimes 
not more than 12 


hours In advance. 


A<ivice giving information as 
to 


their movements are issued daily or 
oftener from the time of their first 
appearance, and as soon as the in- 


formation warrants., definite warnings 
of their approach are given the le- 
gious over which they are expected 
to pa&s; 
Th^pe warnings are tele- 


graphed from the cenral office at 
Washington to storm warning stations 
•n the Ihreatened regions and thence 
disseminated as widely as possible by 
means of the display of flags by day 
and rockets by night, and by use of 
the' telegraph, telephone and wire- 
less, and also in some cases by motor 
boats in outlying districts. 


During this season, therefore, all 


residents of these regions should be 
on the alert to note the preliminary 
advices mentioned and especially '.o 
take advantage of the warnings if 
their particular locality is threatened. 
If oat of range of vision of the warn- 
ings as displayed, they may obtain 
the information by use of the te'c- 
phone, calling up the nearest storm 
warning display station, where they 
have telephone connection. They may 
also, tf they go desire, arrange with 
the nearest station to have the ad- 
vices and warnings telegraphed them 
at their own expense. 
( 


Where rockets are used they will 


be sent up immediately after dark for 
warnings issued tyring the day, and 
immediately after receipt for those 
issued at night—three rockets for 
each warning, at five-minute inter- 
vals.

St. Augustine was tax-burdened, deep in 


debt and its city government full of politics 
and politicians under the aldermanic form. 
The end of 1920 will find the Ancient City 
completely out of debt, with the single ex- 
ception of some bonds issued years ago for 
the construction of the municipally owned 
waterworks; taxes areiiot more than the peo- 
ple are willing to pay in view of the civic im- 
provements, made and contemplated, and 
politics and politicians have given way to effi- 
ciency and men of merit. As a matter of 
fact, "there is no such thing as city politics 
in St. Augustine any more. 


There .are three commissioners who are 


elected by the people and serve without pay. 
They serve three years each, the term of a 
different commissioner expiring every year, 
thus insuring at least two experienced men 


ginning the first of July and' 
thereafter, the contract price 
of advertising will be raised 
from 20c per column inch to 
25c per column inch.

committee to another, from councilman to 
councilman, and finally the matter was taken 
up in council meeting, with the result that 
maybe something was done about it, but most 
ikelv it was referred to a committee or post- 
poned till a later session. The city manager 
may hail from St. Augustine or Phoenix 
Arizona, efficiency and ability to conduct the 
affairs of a town in a business-like and eco- 
nomical manner being the only requisites 
The first city manager was an utter stranger 
to the people here. He left because he was 


offered a more handsome salary to operate 
another city. The present manager, Eugene 
Masters, is a native of St. Augustine, and 
formerly was mayor of the town under the 
old plan of government. He receives a sal- 
ary of thirty-six hundred dollars a year, and 
is the biggest man in the burg. He is worth 
all we pay him. 
The reform here is not yet complete, 


though the improvement is most remarkable. 
All'the leaks could not be stopped up the 
first day or the government made over in a 
month. It has taken time and thought and 
much hard work, but the foundation for a 
perfect city management and strictly business 
regime has been laid. There is no office hunt- 
ing, there are no rings, no pulls, no gangs. 
The commissioners sit like the directors ol a 
bank and dispose of business as definitely 
and as expeditiously. Business men appear 
before the commissioners, their grievances 
are adjusted and their recommendations 
given due consideration. If action is taken 
it is taken promptly; dilly-dallying doesnt 
go. The city manager is all powerful; can do 
almost anything he considers best for the city 
except impose taxes and spend large sums ot 
money, without consulting anybody. He em- 
ploys the people who work for the city, it 
has been said that a monarchy would be the 
best government if the people-could be assur- 
ed of a good monarch all the time. 
We 


have a good monarch, and if at any time we 
decide he is not as good as he ought to be 
we have the machinery necessary to get a 
new one. The initiative, referendum and 
recall are at our command*. One effort was 
initiated to change back to the aldermanic 
form, but it was unsuccessful. In tact, no 
city that has adopted the commission foriu 
of government has ever returned to council 
rule. Repeated attempts in Pensacola to go 
back have been in vain. 
No town in Florida is better governed than 


St Augustine. It is clean, alive, progressive, 
sanitary, well policed, amply paved, protect- 
ed from fire, poli-tickrfree, and good to live 
in 
The jail is empty, and the police court 


often holds but one session a week, due to a 
'lack of cases. It.has been stated in a pre- 
vious paragraph that the city will be_out ot 
debt at the end of this year, and m this con- 
nection it must be considered _ that this 
financial progress has been made in spite ol 
the loss of revenue from liquor licenses, au- 
tomobile taxes, occupation licenses and police 
court ftnes,*an estimated total of twenty thou- 
sand dollars annually.

Nothing is less likely to happen in at. 


Augustine than return to- the eouncilmanic 
form of city government.

STORM WARNINGS GIVEN 


BY WEATHER BUREAU 


Oaring this season, when tropical 


storms and hurricanes are liable to 
occur, extending from June to No- 
vember, inclusive, the attention of in- 
habitants of the regions bordering on 
the gulf and south Atlantic coasts ot 
the United States ia called by the 
weather bureau to the meane by 
which warnings of these storms are 
disseminated by the bureau and to 
the importance of putting themselves 
in touch with these means, so that 
by a foreknowledge of the approach 
of the storms they may, as far as pos- 
sible avoid any danger to life and 
property attending them. 


These storms are usually first ob- 


served in the Caribbean sea, whence 
they move, as a rule, northwestward 
to the gulf or south Atlantic coasts, 
thence usually northestward across 
the country or over the ocean. Their 
rate of movement is such that they do 
not generally strike our coast, and 
when they do it is from three to six 
days after being first reported. Ow-
